| Brunswick, Ga., February §&— 
| (Special.)—Miss Ann Ellis, a_ well 
_known and popular Brunswick girl, 
‘was killed almost instantly and one 
or two others were more or less in- 
jured in an automobile accident at 
an early hour this,morning when the 
crowd of several were retarning to 
the city from Dover Hall, where they 
had spent the evening with friends. 

The accident occurred on the Dixie 
highway near Buffalo swamp, where 
the road is being rebuilt. Those who 
occupied the car were Cone Holody, 
Jenty Rozar, Mrs. O. C. Gilbert, Miss 
Marie Way and Miss Ellis. The car 
was being. driven by Mr. Holody, 
and jt seems that in traveling over 
that portion of the road through the 
swamp which is now being rebujlt he 
lost his bearing, the car getting off 
the road, and when he noticed his 
mistake, it was too late, and in en- 
deavoring to right the ear, the ma- 
chine plunged off the embankment, 
falling into about three feet of water. 

Mr. Holody and Miss Ellis, who 
were occupying the front seat, were 
pinned beneath the machine. ‘Other 
members, of the party succeeded in 
extracting themselves and rushed to 
the assistance of the two, but it was 
several minutes before they could be 
extricated. It was not until Miss 
Ellis had been pulled from the car 
that it was discovered she was dead, 

One member of the party went two 
or three miles to the nearest tele- 
phone and summoned medical aid, 
and physicians arrived as soon as 
possible, and rendered what medical 
aid wus possible. It seems a miracle 
that some of the other members of 
the party were not killed or seriously 
injured, but they all escaped with a 
few bruises. 

Mr. Holody, however, had a very 
narrow escape from death, as he was 
also pinned under the car, and had 
not he been extricated as quick as he 
was he doubtless would have been 
drowned, as he was almost a 
in the water. Today he is reportec 
to be suffering from exposure and 
severe shock. Members of the party 
stated today that the car was run- 
‘ning at a very slow trate of speed and 
that the accident was due entirely 
to the driver’s being lost on the road. 

Miss Ellis. who lost her life in 
ithe unfortunate accident, has resided 
_in Brunswick for the past nine years, 
(and was well known and popular 
‘among a jarge circle of friends. With 
her family she removed to Brunswick 
'from Macon, and besides her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. G. F. Ellis, she is sur- 
vived by several brothers and sisters.

This statement brought forth a 
‘sharp reply from Commissioner W. 
'L. MeCalley, Jr., chairman of the 
finance committee, who asserted that 
any member of the board not familiar 
with the expenditures recommended 
by the finance committee “was inat- 
tentive at regular meetings.” 

“Every penny the finance commit- 
tee apportions,” he said, “must be 
upproved by the entire board of edu- 
cation before it can legally ex- 
pended. <All I ¢an say is that any 
member of the board who professes 
ignorance as to financial expenditures 
is inattentive at the time the matter 
is discussed before the board.” 

The board voted unanimously to 
adopt the finance budget as recom- 
mended by the finance committee at 
its last meeting. It also voted to 
defer at this time erection of addi- 
tional facilities at the Goldsmith 
school. 

Vill Not Be Completed.

He was an_ honor 
guest at luncheon and addressed the 
student assembly at the chapel convo- 
cation, being introduced by Miss Mar- 
tha Berry, the founder und director 
of this great and nationally famous

In addition to the 600 students and 
sixty-odd members of the faculty who 
heard Mr. Hollomon, a large party 
from Rome went out to hear him also, 
including the visiting trustees of the 
state deaf, dumb and blind school at 
Cave Spring, headed by Professor 
Harris, the principal, Mr. and Mrs, 
Lee Langley, Colonel John Vandiver, 
and many others. 

Mr. Hollomon arrived in Rome at 
9 o'clock and was met at the depot 
by a delegation from the Berry facul- 
ty. [The morning was spent driving 
over portions of the 6,000 acres of the 
school plant, including buildings, 
work shops, laboratories and other 
industrial training auxiliaries. 

At the chapel hour the Berry band 
assembled in front of the chapel and 
played while the students were as- 
sembling, this formation being par- 
ticularly impressive, and ‘was the 
formation after the dismissal, and 
the gathering of more than 100 of the 
girl students around a great oak tree 
on the campus singing an official 
rreeting to the visitor. 
~ Mr. Hollomon spoke for forty min- 
utes and with his usual force and im- 
pressiveness. He dwelt upon the great 
work of the Berry schools, and of the 
vision of the founder, in lifting the 
veil of illiteracy from mountain and 
rural sections, and in training the 
young men and women, who other- 
wise would be denied the benefits of 
even academic education, not only 
the curriculum of a junior college, 
but essentially those avocations in 
farm and industrial and domestic 
economics that will make of them 
happy and contented and dependable 
citizens, and useful to their country 
in meeting with understanding heads 
and hearts the great problems of the 
state and nation. 

He spoke in detail! of the problems 
confronting the state today, including 
a revision of the revenue system, meet- 
ing new conditions of successful farm- 
ing under boll weevil infestation, and 
of the enforcement of law and order 
for better citizenship, and greater se- 
curity of life and home. 

IIe spoke of the practical end of 
newspaper making, referred to the 
immortals in the journalistic world 
whose initial training was secured in 
Rome, of the sacredness of the hills 
and dales of the locality, ‘every peak 
an everlasting monument to the 
heroism and the fortitude of American 
manhood,” and particularly did he re- 
fer to the valor of the mountain boy 
in every call.of his country and of 
the pure Anglo-Saxon blood that 
coursed his veins.
